Entra nc e to Pit Ca n Not be Gained 


Until Tonight Whe n De a dly 


Cases Cle a r Awa y . 


(B y United Preea.) 
Eccles, W. Va., April 29 .— A re­ 
v ised record at noon today , compiled 
by officials of the New Riv er Collier­ 
ies company , gav e 18 0 as the total 
death list in the mine horror here. 
A hundred and sev enty -two v ictims 
are still in mine No. 5. 
All hope has 
been abandoned by rescuers that they 
may be brought out aliv e. 
An en­ 
trance to the pit can not be made un­ 
til tonight when deadly gases hav e 
cleared away . 
Eight bodies were re­ 
cov ered today . 


A hundred and eighty grav es are 
being dug in the hills 
surrounding 
this v illage for the 18 0 bodies. 


All hope that 
any of 
the 
18 0 
men entombed by an ex plosion in the 
New Riv er mine here are aliv e was 
abandoned today . 
Frantic efforts at 
rescue were still progressing. There 
was little chance of gaining entrance 
to the gas tilled and ruined shaft be­ 
fore late this afternoon. 


With Gov ernor 1 Fit field and other 
state officials at the mine today , the 
inv estigation of causes was all ready 
to proceed. 
The chief inspector was 
ex pected to begin tlie ex amination of 
witnesses this afternoon. 


Of the 7 1 men who were buried in 
one shaft— No. 6-60 hav e been taken 
out aliv e and 11 dead; of the 100 
known to hav e been in the other— No. 
5 — not one has been rescued. 


Flames and smoke are 
belching 
from the crev ices of the 
crumbled 
shaft, and, although all hope of sav ­ 
ing any of the buried men has been 
abandoned, collier from miles around 
are risking their liv es in an effort to! 
snuff out the flames with earth and 
water. 
The cause of the ex plosion has not 
been ascertained, and perhaps nev er 
will he known. 
The New Riv er Com­ 
pany operates six mines at Eccles. 
Nos. 6 and 5 connect. 
At 2:30 this 
afternoon there was a slight ex plo­ 
sion in No. 6 followed by another, 
slightly greater, in No. 5. 
Ten minutes later the v alley shook 
with the third blast in No. 6. 
The 
timbers ov er the main shaft, the v en­ 
tilators and the cages were shot up 
to the sky and deposited far up the 
hillside. 
The Virginian Railway suspended 
traffic and rushed a rescue crew of 
the Panama Coal and Coke Company 
at Matoaks, sev eral miles aw ay with 
a number of phy sicians and nurses. 
The Superintendent also called for 
help from Beekley , another point on 
the Virginia Railroad, hut the Matoak 
crew in charge of the Federal mine 
rescue car was the first to 
arriv e 
It was then nearly 6 o’clock. 
The 
men set to work, hut were greatly 
hampered by the half-crazed women 
and children who crowded the en­ 
trances ami endangered their liv es 
near the flame-belching fissures. 
Tt finally became necessary to arm 
the mines to driv e the people back. 
The rescuers cleared No. 6 mine 
and then 
started to reach 
No. 5 
through the connecting walls of No. 6 
The work is progressing slowly , and 
there is no likelihood that the work­ 
ers can reach the imprisoned men un­ 
til tomorrow afternoon.

some time early in the ev ening.

indications today were for showers. 
The air was cooled by the rain of last 
night 
and

pleasant. The humidity that general­ 
ly lingers about between showers and 
makes fat folks hot under the collar 
was not apparent today .

trees will not l>e v ery fertile this y ear 
because they were ov er-fertile last 
y ear. As a general rule 
the 
apple 
crop in Indiana last y ear was not 
v ery big, but the Rush county crop 
was the biggest in the history of the

Admiral Fletcher and Consul Canada 
are making an inv estigation. 
D. F. Anderson, of Tex as, Manager 
of the Mex ican Land and Cattle Com­ 
pany , is reported to hav e been killed 
at Cosmolopam, about 60 miles south 
of Vera Cruz, by a mob that went to 
the Hotel Cosmopolitan last Saturday 
night lo beat him to death because he 
wras an American.

that is suitable to practically every 
climate. 


Be it known there are two popular 
w ay s^n which to raise poultry —the 
“intensive” anti the “colony ” sy stem. 
The first claims to have steps. Long 
stationary houses are used. 
It is 
easier, however, to keep birds healthy 
and reproduce stock under the se­ 
cond sy stem, the Department believes. 


Under the colony plan, the fowls 
are allowed free range, the houses, 
which hold about 100 hens each being 
placed from 200 to 500 feet apart, so 
that the stock will not kill the grass. 
This sy stem may he adopted to 
severe winter conditions by drawing 
the colony houses together in a con­ 
venient place at the 
beginning of 
winter. 
The “intensive” sy stem is 
more suited for hens used solely for 
the production of market eggs than 
for these used to brood stock. 


Fences mean an outlay of money 
and this outlay is more or less con­ 
tinuous’ as they must be maintained 
after being installed. 
There should 
he as few fences as possible dividing 
the lots and the y ards, as land can he 
kept “sweet” more easily if not fenc­ 
ed, and fresh, sweet land is a valu­ 
able asset in poultry raising. 
On good soil a greensward may he 
kept 
up by 
allowing 209 to 
250 
square feet of land per bird. 
This 
means 217 or 174 birds to the acre. 
Ply mouth Rocks and the other heavy 
variety meat birds in small y a rds 
require fences 5 to G feet high, while 
a fence G or 7 feet high is necessary 
for Leghorns. 
All poult'*v buildings and feiieos 
should he painted or 
whitewashed. 
The later is the cheapest of all paints 
and may he used for ex terior or in­ 
terior surfaces. 
It can be made by 
slaking about 10 
p oun ds 
of quick­ 
lime in a pail with 2 gallons of wale» *, 
covering the pail with a cloth or bur­ 
lap and allowing to slake for one 
hour. W ater is then applied to bring 
the whitewash to a consistency which 
may be applied readily . 


The Horticultural 
Board 
is out 
with a warning against seed found 
in hales of imported Egy ptain cotton, 
Faulty ginning occasionally leaves 
these seeds. 
They should he burned 
as the larvae of the pink hell worm 
may be contained in the seeds. This 
pest is very destructive to American 
cotton. Ginning and storing does not 
kill the larvae. 
The 
“bugs” have 
been found to withstand seven month 
storage in cotton. 
A strict quarantine has 
alway s 
been maintained 
against the 
pink 
worm. An agent of the Horticultural 
Board is now visiting northern and 
southern 
mills to 
investigate 
the 
amount of infection by the worm in 
cotton introduced from Egy pt.

ing very well, with the valuable a s ­ 
sistance of Joe Roaelr a pardoned 
murderer, and Chalmers Ilamili, a n­ 
other special prosecutor who has had 
charge of the probing grand jury . The 
investigations could not he conducted 
in any other way because the prose­ 
cutor, Dick Wernek e, was one of the 
men under indictment. 


The evidence showed that the pros­ 
ecution had enough to convince any 
reasonable jury that the lieutenants 
in Terre Haute who 
had 
!k*ch 
de­ 
bauching the election should be sent 
to prison. 
In fact, one of Roberts* 
aids has already been sent up for a 
term of y ears. 


But y esterday Judge Fortune threw 
a bomb into the camp id* the prosecu­ 
tion. 
He* dismissed Hie special prose­ 
cutor, llamill, and the grand jury , on 
the pretext that the county council 
would not appropriate 
any 
more 
funds for the* probe. 
The grand ju­ 
rors and prosecutor straightway o f­ 
fered to work for nothing, but Judge 
Fortune carried out bis pre-arranged 
plans. 


In a statement, llamill ¡-aid be had 
agreed from the first

Fortune

“At the time the grand jury 
was dismissed Judge Fortune k new 
that within the period of this week 
there would be returned a number ot 
indictments for the most serious o f­ 
fenses; he also k new fliaf the grand 
jury was going to investigate the re­ 
cent prim ary of April 24, which from 
the slight investigation 1 was able to 
mak e’ I believe was colossal 
in 
its 
crime. 
“ In his action I 
feel that Judge 
Fortune has not only violated every 
duty which a judge owes to members 
of a bar, hut has brok en every agree­ 
ment and promise which he made to 
im* at the outset of the investigation.*’ 
The grand jury also issued a long 
statement in which it was pointed 
out the body was in tlie midst of the 
investigation of astounding law vio­ 
lations which would have resulted in 
revealing even more startling things 
and in the bringing of 
even 
graver 
charges. 
The Indianapolis News made some 
pretty plain statements U st night in 
describing the meeting in Indianapo­ 
lis. which, it is intimated, was largely 
contributory to the action of Judge 
Fortune. 
The News brings to light 
the astounding fact that Fairbank s, 
Taggart, Roberts and Fortune were 
all housed in the Denison hotel in In­ 
dianapolis at 
the

time.

the deal was planned in the Denison, 
hut it will liay c to be admitted that it 
look s mighty suspicious.

Revised Figures on West Virginia 


Mine Horror Are Announced 


by Officials at Noon. 


172 BODIES STILL IN MINE 


Entrance to Pit .Can Not be Gained 


Until Tonight When Deadly 


Cases Clear Away. 


(•7 United Fran.) 


Eccles, W. Va., April 29.—A re- 


vised record at noon today, compiled 
by officials of the New River Collier- 
ies company, g-ave ISO as the total 
death list in (he mine horror here. 


A hundred and seventy-two victims 


are still in mine No. 5. All hope has 
been abandoned by rescuers thai they 
may be brought out alive. An en- 
trance to the pit can not be made un- 
til tonight when deadly gases have 
cleared away. Eight bodies were re- 
covered today. 


A hundred and eighty graves are 


being dug in the hills surrounding 
this village for the ISO bodies.. 


All hope that 
any of 
the 
ISO 


men entombed by an explosion in the 
New River mine here are alive was 
abandoned today. Frantic efforts at 
rescue were still progressing. There 
was little chance of gaining entrance 
lo the gas filled and ruined shaft be- 
fore late this afternoon. 


With Governor Haifield flhd -other 


state officials at the mine today, the 
investigation of causes was all ready 
to proceed. The chief inspector was 
expected to begin the examination of 
witnesses this afternoon. 


Of the ~1 men who were buried in 


one shaft—No. C-fi() have been taken 
out alive and 11 dead; of the 109 
known to have been in the other—No. 
5—not one has been rescued. 


Flames and smoke are belching 


from the crevices of the 
crumbled 


shaft, and, although all hope of sav- 
ing any of the buried men has been 
abandoned, collier from miles around 
are risking their lives in an effort to 
snuff out the flames with earth an'd 
water. 


The cause of (he explosion has not 


been ascertained, and perhaps never 
will be known. The New River Com- 
pany operates six mines at Eccles. 
Nos. 6 and 5 connect. At 2-.:iO this 
afternoon there was a slight explo- 
sion in No. C followed by another, 
slightly greater, in No. 5. 


Ten minutes later the valley shook 


with the third blast in No. 6. The 
timbers over the main shaft, the ven- 
tilators and the cages were shot up 
to the sky and deposited far up the 
hillside. 


The Virginian Railway suspended 


traffic and rushed a rescue crew of 
the Panama Coal and Coke Company 
at Matoaks, several miles away with 
a number of physicians and nurses. 


The Superintendent also called for 


help from Beckley, another point on 
the Virginia Railroad, but the Matoak 
crew in charge of the Federal mine 
rescue car was the first to 
arrive. 


It was then nearly 6 o'clock. 
The 


men set to work, but were greatly 
hampered by the half-crazed women 
and children who crowded the en- 
trances and endangered their lives- 
near the flame-belching fissures. 


It finally became necessary to arm 


the mines to drive the people back. 


The rescuers cleared No. fi mine 


and then 
started to reach 
No. 5 


through the connecting walls of No. fa 
The work is progressing slowly, and 
there is no likelihood that the work- 
ers can reach the imprisoned men un- 
til tomorrow afternoon.

They are still with us and have 


cost the country millions of dollars. 
New England has been the hardest 
sntl'crer. For twenty years the gypsy 
moth attracted no attention. People 
of Mod ford1 Mass., wondered at the 
destruction of their trees, but the 
damage remained local.

denly, the post spread. 
Since then 


bitter warfare 
has

against it, and the victory is not yet 
won. The New England states alone 
spend thousands in the tight. 


A great many people innocently 


bring home curios, plants and ani- 
mals that are active agents of mis- 
chief. Hundreds of people have at- 
tempted to bring into the country as 
a curiosity the Australian flying fox. 
Unknown in the United States these 
overgrown bats, which oftentimes 
measure five feet across the wings 
are Australia's greatest pests. They 
ruin many orchards in their habitat. 


The mongoose is another creature 


'which individuals persist in trying to 
import. 
Kudyard Kipling wrote in- 


terestingly about Hikki-tiUki-tava, in 
"The Jungle Book" but the animal 
isn't by any means a charming, nice 
mannered creature. 
In India he is 


valuable because he 
kills 
snakes. 


But lie is also partial to chickens, 
young pigs, kids, lambs, puppies' kit- 
ties, and certain vegetables and fruit. 
Therefore, he is banned from Ameri- 
ca. Once in a while however, individ- 
uals succeed in slipping one of the 
animals in. A Cape Cod farmer who 
had lost scores of chickens finally 
killed an animal who was apparently 
responsible for the damage. 
There 


was n great hue and cry about the 
new species of skunk he had dis- 
covered, but finally the authorities 
identified the little beast as a mon- 
;oosc. How he got in nobody has yet 
found oul.

Jainaca is alive with the post, in- 


roduced by sonic misguided individ- 
ual who thought they would rid the 
island of rats which caused havoc in 
the sugar cane fields.

and the Constitutionalists, which in 
view of the steady progress made by 
the 
revolutionary party 
probably 


would be promptly rejected. 


Thus far the A. B. C. 
diplomats 


have not made public any feature of 
their plan, and it remains to be seen 
whether they will suggest a feasible 
basis of settlement when tfiey finally 
emerge from their mediations. 


Nevertheles they are serving a 


useful purpose in producing a sus- 
pension of hostilities and a halting 
of the United States campaign while 
Americans are hastening out of the 
interior of Mexico.
